The Central and Soutuern Coutract 


—Present OutlooU for «n« I'ulora 
I'nelllc, 


Tb.9 New York Tribune of tke 


prints a letter in full frbm A. A. Cohen, 
auil says there is a volume of sound 
business sense and plain statements in 
the letter of this veteran anti-railroad 
agitator that may well be commended to 
bis former sympathizers at least and to 
the general public. Cohen's old hodtil- 
ity to the Central Paoiflo creeps out in 
denunciation of their system of freight 
contracts, of which he is, if possible, a 
more pronounced enemy than over, and 
not without reason. The views of Le- 
land Stafford, as expressed in yester- 
day's Sun, have beeu much talked ubout 
by CaUforniaua who congrogute at th« 
Windsor and Deltnonico's. It appeals 
that when California w«s threatened 
with drought, Crocker iruUe tUo rush 
public statement that the roa.l might be 
able to run its dmdeud should things 
continue as they were then. 
Stanford's 


refuted this by declaring that the com- 
pany had t*ro dividends on hand ahead 
of the one theu just paid. 
Since then 


there has beeu plenty of rain, and 
good crop has become an assured fact. 
Thu Southern Pu'jifiu is leased by the 
Central, and that tho earnings of the 
former go into the Treasury of the 
latter m return for the guuruatee of in- 
terest of the company's bonds, make 
Cithforniaus very confident that the 
whjat shipments of thu Southern Pa 
cifio will be of groat benefit in the do 
velopmout o' ull the business interests 
of the Paoiflo slope. The future of the 
Union Pacific, on the other hand, is 
considered much more gloomy. The 
Denver extension parallels it, aad, in 
conjunction with the Burlington unc 
Qumcy, claims a division of the traffic 
for the whole length cf the hue. 
The 


Southorn system competes for a through 
traffic, and the Northern Pacific take* 
away a great deal of its cattle traffic 
Apart from this, most of the managers 
of the company are on the sick list. Mr 
Dillon has had to givs up work and has 
been ordered to go to Europe; Clark 
the old genius of the road, has been 
completely disabled for somo time past 
and one or two more of the leading offi- 
cers are unable to work moro than an 
hour at a time. Now, who is going to 
do the fighting, provide the dividends.

Proctor Kuott secured his nomination 
for Governor of Kentucky from the 
Democratic Convention through gross 
corruption. Colonel Jones denies that 
he authorized the withdrawal of his 
namd before the Convention, and says 
the only remedy is an appeal to the 
people and an exposure, which will r»- 
sult in a reversal of the decision of the 
Convaution, either by a defeat of its 
nominees or otherwise; and while h* 
does not say he will so appeal, he leaves 
tha impression that ha thinks it should 
be dons and ho wishes it may. Ha 
aays ala) that the action of Mr. Cald- 
well in witholdiug the result of the b.U- 
lot so long as he did (one hour) was whal 
gave the fri»ujs of Knott an opportun- 
ity tcf manipulate delegations and thus 
to proonra the result now forcad upon 
tho party of the State. 


CHOP ESTIMATES. 


Imlivatiou* of tins Jknrgest Grain 


Crop fiver Harvested iii (he 
Hutted States. 


The Now York Times, of th« 21st 


says : Wa lay before our readers this 
morning a collection of reports sent b; 
telegraph to the Times from 129 differ- 
ent points in thirty States and Terri 
tories, giving the latest nttainab.'e in 
formation as to principal crops up to 
Saturday. These dispatches, -omittini 
only the New England and Middl 
States, cover tha entire area of thi 
United States from the Pacific to th 
Atlantic, and from Oregon to Florida 
They have been carefully prepared b; 
the best informed correspondents. Th» 
prospects, as far as can be judged a 
the preseut moment, are encouraging 
The wheat crop attracts the most atttn 
tiou, because it affords the largest pro 
portion of food exports. Last year 
was exceptionally large, being 502,000, 
QUO bushola, ngninst 383,000,000 bushel 
in 1881, and showing an average o 
354,000,000 bnshsls for the last ton 
years. Indications aia now clear tha 
it will bo mnoh larger than la/t year. 


Tho Central States of Ohio, Indiana 


Illinois and Missouri, whioha few year 
kiuce furnished nearly 40 per cent o 
the annual production, will this year 
yield from 20 to 25 per cent less than 
an average crop. 
Against this, how 


ever, there must be the considerabl 
gain in Wisconsin, Iowa and Minnesota 
aud a large gain in Colorado, Utah 
California and the Valley ol th« Coluui 
bia, with an appreaiable gain in som 
of the Southern States. Taking thes 
into account, the conclusion is reason 
able that we shall havo a wheat cro 
larger than the average of t«n or fiv 
years back. On the other hand, th 
corn crop, although it is yet early 
judge definitely of its prospect, is re 
ported almost uniformly as batter, tba 
that of last year. 


Fraudulent Laud Ku tries. 


On March 1st, Secretary Teller d: 


rected the Commissioner-General of th 
Laud Office to investigate certain al 
leged fraudulent pre-emption cash en 
tries of land in Denver District, Col 
and H. C. St. John was detailed to per 
form the service. From his report, it ap 
pears a careful examination of tha lane 
fails to disclose any evidenoa of im 
provement or residence; that the 
emptors, immediately after entry con 
veyed their lands to Gideon Taylor, re 
puted to be a wealthy cattle owner an 
dealer; that tha lands embraced in th 
entries are not suitable as a whole fo 
farming purposes, but chiefly for the 
water privileges, the ownership to whic 
he controls 
for 
grazing 
purposes 


largely. There are public hinds in tha 
locality now inclosed with posts an 
barbed wire fenes. The Commissioner 
General of the Land Office, in trans 
mitting thu report of the invcatigatio 
to the Secretary of the Interior, says 
seems evident from tha report and othe 
papers, that all of said entries are franc 
ulent and illegal, and made for specula 
tive purposes. 
The Secretary concur 


ring in this view, th§ Commissioner ha 
transmitted copies of the papers in th 
case to Attorney-General Brewster, r«c 
ommending that criminal proceading 
be instituted against Elijah Latham 
Phillip L. Murray, James R. Weldon 
Samuel Snyder, Samuel Hawley, Isaa 
N. Gamble, Henry Brown and James 
Wilson, and that suits ba instituted ti 
vacate the patents for the lands issued 
to th»m, if in hia (Attorney-General's 
judgment, such proceedings and suit; 
can be maintained.
